Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ploeger 

et al. 

Ploeger et al shows a brake cable tool having a head member 44 and a handle 
member 32. The head member releases clip member 15. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kinger. 

Kinger shows a clip release tool having a handle 1 1 and a head member 12 
having a slot 45. The head member is seen to be capable of engaging a brake cable 
clip and the slot is seen to be capable of receiving a brake cable inasmuch as brake 
cables and brake cable clips are available in a wide range of sizes. 

Claims 5-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 7 is allowed.
